President rallies 
as Congress votes

BATTLE CREEK, Mich. — 
Defiant in the face ofa historic re- 
buke, President Donald Trump 
rallied supporters in Michigan on 
Wednesday night as the House 
voted to impeach him, declaring, 
“Tt doesn’t really feel like we're be- 
ing impeached.” 

Trump took the stage just 
minutes before he became the 
third president in U.S. history to 
be impeached by the House of 
Representatives. 


“The country is doing better 
than ever before, he said. “We did 
nothing wrong. We did nothing 
wrong, and we have tremendous 
support in the Republican Party 
like we've never had before.” 

He exulted when he got the 
impeachment tallies: “We didn’t 
lose one Republican vote.” The 
crowd cheered. 

Yet after nearly 30 minutes of 
touting his administration’s ac-

Historic 
vote splits 
along 
party lines

WASHINGTON — The 
outcome of the House im- 
peachment debate Wednesday 
wasn't in doubt, but that didn’t 
make it any less historic. 

House Republicans stuck by 
President Donald Trump. But 
Democrats had more than 
enough votes to formally ac- 
cuse him of abusing his office in 
a scheme to coerce Ukraine to 
tarnish a political rival, then 
stonewall Congress by with- 
holding documents and bar- 
ring testimony from top aides. 

After 10 hours of conten- 
tious debate, a final chance for 
each side to shape public opin- 
ion ahead of a Senate trial next 
month, the votes fell neatly 
along party lines. On abuse of 
power, it was 230-197. Two 
Democrats — Rep. Jeff Van 
Drew of New Jersey and Rep. 
Collin Peterson of Minnesota 
— defected. One of those, Van 
Drew, is switching parties. 

A third Democrat, Jared 
Golden of Maine, defected on 
obstruction, making that tally 
229-198. Rep. Tulsi Gabbard of 
Hawaii, a Democrat running 
for president, voted “present” 
on both counts. 

Democrats spent the day re- 
minding voters about the mili- 
tary aid and White House 
meeting Trump used as lever- 
age with Ukraine, as Republi- 
cans leveled countercharges 
accusing Trump's foes of pur- 
suing impeachment long be- 
fore those events surfaced, and 
trampling the will of voters. 

“If we do not act now, we 
would be derelict in our duty,’ 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi declared. 
“Tt is tragic that the president’s

DFW International Airport 
suffering a few growing pains 


Although the number 
of passengers is up, 
so are delayed flights

When 2019 wraps up, near- 
ly 75 million passengers will 
have traveled through DFW 
International Airport — more 
than 5 million travelers than a 
year ago. 


But it’s also been DFW's 
worst year for delays since 
2014 as the airport hustles to 
keep up with more than 1,700 
planes a day landing and tak- 
ing off through October. 

About 25% of flights took 
offlate from DFW Airport dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 2019, 
about 5 percentage points 
higher than the average of all 
the country’s airports, accord- 
ing to U.S. Department of 
Transportation statistics. 


“This year’s growth has 
been the strongest we have 
seen in 15 to 20 years; said 
Sean Donohue, CEO of DFW 
Airport. “It’s a good challenge 
to have.” 

Numbers for the full year 
won't be released until Febru- 
ary, but during the first 10 
months of the year, the airport 
hosted more than 62.6 million 
passengers arriving, departing 
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
